K HISS AND PUFF 
The puff adder is a little 
smaller than the gaboon 
and lives in savannah, 
scrubland and rocky 
places. It gets its name 
from its behaviour. When 
it is disturbed, it inflates 
its body and then pushes 
out the air with loud 
hisses or puffs. Its venom 
is so toxic that a single 
bite can kill a human. 



With most african snakes, their 
digestive juices work best when their 
body temperature is about 30’C. 

If the snake cannot digest 
efficiently, it could die from the 
poisons produced by the rotting prey 
which it has swallowed. If the 
snake's body temperature is too low 
for digestion to take place, it will 
cough up its meal. 



Vipers and adders belong to a family 
of stout-bodied, short-tailed snakes 
which have fangs at the front of the 
mouth. They use these fangs for 
killing prey and for defending 
themselves against enemies, including 
humans. Most of these snakes have 
small, ridged scales covering their 
head and eyes. The eyes have vertical 
pupils. These snakes are found across 
Africa in deserts and scrubland, 
rainforests and savannahs, but there 
are none in Madagascar. 



DEADLY STRIKE 



in leaf litter and wait 
until a small animal, 
such as a rodent, lizard 
or bird, passes by. Then 
they strike out, at 
lightning speed, with 
their long fangs. 



► CAMOUFLAGED 
The gaboon viper's 
patterned skin, which is a 
beautiful blend of browns, 
greys, purple, black and 
white, merges into the leafy 
background of the forest 
floor. This makes it 
extremely difficult to spot 
from a distance. 



Like other large vipers, the 
gaboon has such flexible jaws that 
it can open its mouth wide 
enough to swallow a monkey or a 
mongoose whole. If a resting 
gaboon is disturbed by a human, 
it usually just gives a warning 
hiss. But if it smells a rodent 
or a small mammal it 
springs into action. 

It speedily uncoils its 
body, tips back its 
head and flicks 



forward its long, curved fangs. 
These are normally kept folded 
back against the roof of the 
mouth. As soon as the fangs dig 
into the animal, the snake closes 
its mouth. This pushes 
the fangs and the 
venom deeper 
into the 

body. 

The gaboon 
then waits for 
the venom to 
take effect before 
swallowing the 
paralyzed animal 
whole. 



WOW! 



Snake experts warn 
us never to pick up 
a snake that looks 
dead. Some snakes 
pretend to look 
dead as a form of 
self-defence. Others 
are so dangerous 
that their venom can 
still be harmful even 
after they are dead.

BUSH VIPERS 



Many bush vipers are expert climbers and 
bask on the top-most branches of bushes 
or in trees during the day. At night they 
climb down from their resting places and 
hang above the ground, with their tail 
tightly gripping a branch, waiting to 
ambush passing prey. 

► getting a grip 
G reen bush vipers have a strong 
tail for wrapping round branches. 
The female, which is bigger than 
the male, can grow to 78cm. 

NIGHT ADDERS 



Night adders ate small snakes which live 
in forests and moist savannahs south of 
the Sahara. Most have smooth scales, a 
cylinder-shaped body and a short tail. 
Even though they are called night 
adders, many of them are out and about 
during the day, too. They have round 
pupils and larger scales on top of the 
head than most vipers. Some kinds have 
huge venom glands, but luckily their 
venom is not seriously toxic to humans. 



SIMBfl 

I don't think I could 
spend hours half-buried 
in sand, hoping that 
some food might walk 
by. Still, some vipers 
sure have a pretty 
smart way of bringing 
prey to them as they lie 
submerged. They 
poke up their dark tail- 
tip, which stands out 
clearly against the pale 
sand, and wave 
it from side to side.

You 
can imagine what 
happens next.

SMALL BUT DANGEROUS 



People who live in Africa have 
to watch out for small snakes 
as well as large ones. Some of 
the most venomous are a group 
of small, stout-bodied snakes 
called carpet or saw-scaled 
snakes. Like the one shown 



above, they have a broad head 
and short snout. They make a 
noisy ‘keep off display when 
threatened, coiling their body 
in loops while rubbing the 
scales together. This makes a 
loud, hissing noise. 



► SIDEWINDING 
Desert vipers, like this 
Peringuey's adder in 
Namibia, make their 
way across the hot, 
shifting sands by a 
sideways movement 
called sidewinding. 
The viper raises its 
head and lifts the 
front part of its body 
in a loop, pushing it 
forwards and 
sideways. As a short 
section of the loop 
touches the ground, 
the rest of the body 
follows behind and 
the snake pushes 
forward with another 
loop. Only a small 
part of the belly 
touches the hot sand 
as it moves its body 
along. 



Y BURIED IN SAND 
When desert vipers, 
like this homed 
viper, can't find any 
shade they bury 
their body in the 
sand, just leaving 
their eyes, which are 
at the top of the 
head, visible. 



DESERT VIPERS 



Snakes that live in savannah, 
scrub areas or forest edges keep 
their bodies at a comfortable 
temperature by taking shelter. 
They use hideaways, such as 
rodent burrows or cracks in 
rocks, to protect themselves 
against the burning midday heat 
or cold night temperatures. 
Desert snakes, which live in the 
dry, sandy expanses of North 
Africa, have few places where 
they can hide. Instead they bury 
their bodies in the soft sand. 

These vipers, 
which are 30-60cm 
long, can survive 
without drinking. 

They get all the 
moisture they need 
from the bodies of 
their prey. 

Most vipers give 
birth to live young, 
but nearly all , 
desert vipers lay 
eggs.

Solar panels on the roofs of 
houses collect heat from the sun and 
use it to heal water.

Wrap 
a piece of cooking foil 
round one, paint another 
matt black and paint the 
remaining spoon white. 



Spoon experiment 

You should find that the matt black 



spoon loses its bead first, followed 
by the white spoon and lastly the 
foil-covered one. Matt black objects 
absorb heat, so the black spoon 
heats up quickest and melts its 
butter first. That's why black car 
upholstery sometimes burns your 
legs in summer - ouch! White 
reflects heat and warms up slower - 
which is why white clothes keep you 
cool on hot days. Shiny foil reflects 
best of all but looks silly to wear 
(except in sci-fi films)!

Below your feet, Earth feels strong and 
solid. But parts of it, such as those beneath 
Japan and California, are pretty shaky! In 
fact, all over the world there are about 
500,000 earthquakes a year. 

Earthquakes happen because Earth's 
crust is divided into huge sections called 
plates. The plates are always moving. Some 
are moving past each other in a sliding 
movement which is nice and smooth. 
However, sometimes, the rough edges of 
two plates lock together. 

When plates lock, huge pressure builds 
up. Eventually, something gives; the plates 
suddenly jerk into a new position, and this 
is what causes all the damage. 

People are now measuring the plate 
movements at the San Andreas Fault in the 
USA. They believe that before a big quake 
there will be a period of silence as the 
plates lock together.

GIANT WAVE 

An earthquake under the sea can 
cause a giant wave called a tsunami 
(say soo-na-me). On the open sea. 
the wave might be just a metre high. 
But it grows as it races towards the 
land at up to 1000km per hour. The 
biggest tsunami ever was 85m high.
